The early set- 
tlers sent back word that they had discovered a land of inexhaustible 
fertility. Amercans of succeedng 0tn«ratons have proceeded on the 
theory that all the God-fllven assets of the Nation were Inexhaustible. 
We have destroyed with prodigal waste more and more of thc native 
woodlands—the timber supply. We have done exceedingly little re- 
planting. We are consuming the principal of our Inheritance just as 
fast as a reckless unconcern will permit. 


Wher* will the future lumber supply come from? Where will we 


get the wood pulp for print paper? We are sweeping away the God- 
given forests and building great cities with breathless haste. 
We 


say we are creating wealth. We arc merely transforming !t on the one 
hand and destroying it on the other. 


Take a daylight ride across the Afleghenlei and look at the de- 


nuded mountains! Contemplate the devastation that man, selfish and 
thotiess man. has wrought! And then, when you realize what all this 
prodigal destruction means to the future of America, let your soul 
shudder at the thot of the future condemnation that awaits us from 
generations yet unborn. We who revel in our false wealth and un- 
pardonable profligacy must answer to the God of nations and the chil- 
dren whom we bring forth to struggle in an impoverished land. 


Men and women of America, we cut down the great forests that 


blessed this country. We allow the remnants to be burned and vege- 
tation destroyed. The rains pour down, and, instead of being held in 
check by the loose and porous soil In the network of roots and meshes 
of fallen leaves, it rushes down over the hillsides and carries with It 
the fertile soil, leaving in Its wake barren hills and deep ravines. 


Thus we have alternating floods and droughts. The fertile soil Is 


gone, the product of hundreds of years of nature's providence. 
The 


littie springs that come from water he!d in check and feed the lakes 
and streams must gradually diminish and, I greatly fear, cease to 
exist m large part. 


This question of reforestation Is of monumental importance. 


America can not continue to exist as a virile, forward-moving Nation 
unless we protect what we have and start to build up that which we 
have so ruthlessly destroyed. We can not afford to be a Nation of 
vandals much longer. America rr«ust reforest, or America must drink 
the bitter dregs of national decline snd impotency.
